Decides on Assembling of 
Parliament. 



Premier Laurier Redeems His 
Pledge to Hold Early 
Sessions.

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, Nov. 21. — 'Parliament is call- 
ed to meet on Wednesday, January 11th. 
Tins decision was reached ut today's 
meeting of the cabinet. It will be wel- 
come news to the members-elect. For 
years the commoners have been protest- 
ing against the summer sessions, due to 
the tact that parliament has not been 
called until lute in February or early in 
March. The existing feeling took tlio 
shape last session of such a vigorous 
kick that the prime minister promised 
that, if he si ill held Ofhce, to mend bin 
way, and he has now redeemed his 
pledge. The first day will be devoted 
iu swearing in of new members and the 
election of a speaker. The formal open- 
ing will take p.~-e on 'inursday, Janu- 
ary 12, when the new Governor-General 
will explain the reasons for calling par- 
liament together. This will be the lirst 
appearance of Karl Grey in his guberna- 
torial capacity, and the opening will 
doubtless be characterized by unusual 
brilliancy. 

His Excellency will give his lirst state 
dinner on .Monday evening, and will 
hold his first drawing room Saturday 
evening January 14th. 

Tlho session, it is well understood, will 
be a short one. The government has 
not an extensive bill of fare and it is 
the impression that parliament will have 
concluded its labors by the lirst week in 
May. 

The rules regarding the presenting of 
bills to the legislature, which liavo been 
systematically violated for some years, 
will be rigidly enforced during the com- 
ing session, so that promoters may just 
us well make a note of the fact. 

At 4 o'clock Ibis afternoon Sir Elzcn 
R. Tusehereau was sworn iu us admin- 
istrator of the Dominion. lie will act 
in that capacity until tho arrival of Earl 
Grey. 

The secretary of state has received the 
following from Lord Minto : 

"On board the Tunisian, via Marconi 
Station, Cape Race, Nfld., Nov. 21.— We 
wish the whole of Canada an affection- 
ate farewell and assure them that the 
interests of the Dominion will always 
be very dear to us. (Signed) 

"MINTO." 

Before leaving Canada, Her Excel- 
lency, Lady Minto, thought it would bo 
of interest to those- who have so gener- 
ously subscribed to the funds of the 
association for marking Canadian graves 
in South Africa, to know exactly how 
far the work undertaken by the asso- 
ciation has been carried out. The num- 
ber of Canadians who fell during the 
war was 24(>. Of this number eleven 
were buried at sea or drowned, and their 
bodies not recovered, and five are bur- 
ied in England. Whilst it was found 
| that relatives or comrades-in-arms had 
already provided lasting memorials iu 
twelve cases, twentylive graves still re- 
main unidentified, but it is expected 
that these will be located shortly, and 
US soon as this is done, memorials will 
be sent from Canada to mark the same. 
After deducting these numbers there 
remained 1!KJ graves to be marked, 
and memorials were accordingly dis- 
patched to South Africa for this pur- 
pose, the last instalment reaching that 
country in April, 1904. A telegram has 
now been received from South Africa 
stating that all memorials will be in 
position over the graves for which they 
are intended by November 15, 1004. 
The amount of subscriptions collected, 
plus the interest on tbe same up to date, 
is about $13,000. The balance on hand 
after paying all claims is now about 
$5,100. Further expenditure will be in- 
curred in fencing in the graves on the 
onen veldt, and the balance will prob- 
ably lie diverted to the erection of a 
central memorial, bearing the names of 
all Canadians who fell during the war, 
which it is proposed to erect later on 
in Pretoria. 



Russia's New Navy.

San Francisco, Nov. 21.— The Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor today took up. 
the annual report of President Samuel 
Gompcrs, and concurred in every recom- 
mendation made by Mr. Gompers. A 
measure looking to Japaneso exclusion 
was unanimously favored by the conven- 
tion after much discussion by tho West- 
ern delegates. Tho measure, provides 
for tho exclusion of Japanese on lines 
.similar to tho exclusion of Chinese un- 
der existing law and excludes them 
from every insular possession. Tho con- 
vention voted to call upon President 
Gompcrs to appoint a committee of 
three to draw up a petition that the 
question might at an early date be pre- 
sented to congress. The plan adopted 
also culled for the circulation of Uiis 
petition in every organization aiflliated 
with the American Federation of Labor 
that signatures might be obtained. Tho 
signed papers are then to be returned 
to the executive council and combined 
into ono monster netition to congress. 

The convention also went on record in 
favor of the universal adoption of the 
advisory initiative and the advisory 
referendum. It was agreed to securu a 
signed petition to be presented to con- 
gress on tihs question. It -as also de- 
cided to question all legislative and con- 
gressional candidates upon their stand 
on the question, so labor might know 
where to place its support. 

There was a warm debate between 
Delegate Brown of the New York Cen- 
tral labor body and President Compels 
over the matter of accepting advertise- 
ments of non-union linns in the Ameri- 
can Federation, the ollicial organ of tbe 
national body. 

The trouble betwoeu the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor and the American Fed- 
eration of Labor was settled, the deci- 
sion of the legislative board of the lat- 
ter organization being uulield, with- tl.o 
provision that William Schardt, presi- 
dent of the Chicago Federation of La- 
bor and delegate to the American Fed- 
reation of Labor, be seated and thirty 
days be allowed, during which time 
President Gompers is directed to go to 
Chicago and confer with the leaders of 
the federation there, in an endeavor to 
adjust the difficulty. If no agreement 
can be reached the suspension of the 
Chicago Federation will then become 
permanent. TblB ruling seats Delegate 
Schardt, but it upholds the action of the 
executive council of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

Delegate Fitzpatrick of Chicago flat- 
ly denied the statements of President 
Gompers regarding certain fair and un- 
fair houses. Mr. Gompers replied that 
the attackers of the policy of the olli- 
cial organization of the federation vir- 
tually accused the leaders of selling out 
to the enemy, and that in doing so they 
were playing into their hands. The mat- 
ter finally was put before the convention 
which voted to support the managers oV 
the paper. 

President Gompcrs received a tele- 
gram from John W. Foster, formerly 
United .States secretary of stato, which 
was read: '•Arbitration treaties with 
England, France, Germany and Mexico 
and other powers will bo sent to Senate 
iu December. Can you not get them en- 
dorsed by federation?" 

Tho telegram was read to the dole- 
gates, and it is expected it will receivo 
their approval. 

At today's sessions of the American 
Federation of Labor the question of 
Socialism caused a hot debate between 
■Samuel Gompers and John Mitchell. 

This resolution, introduced by Dole- 
gate Victor Berger, of Milwaukee, caus- 
ed the debate : "WhereaK the unprece- 
dented concentration of wealth in tho 
United States, and the rapid develop- 
ment of the trusts in almost every 
branch of industry, makes it obvious 
that capitalism will soon reach its cul- 
mination point and will have to make 
room for another phase of civilization; 
and whereas it is evident that this na- 
tion is destined to take the lead in this 
grand struggle for belter conditions and

The above is the final form of the dec- 
laration of the Zemstvo representatives 
in favor of ihe election of a body not 
merely to participate in legislation, as 
at first reported, but to be entrusted 
with the framing of the laws of the 
empire. The meeting today also adopted 
the declaration in favor of granting gen- 
eral amnesty to politeal offenders im- 
prisoned or exiled by "administrative 
process." The. completed programme 
declaring Ihe necessity of the participa- 
tion by the people i u the government 
was signed by 102 Zemstvo presidents 
including thirty presidents of provincial 
Zerastvos out of thirty-two who attend- 
ed the meeting. 

Two other provincial Zemstvo com- 
mittees from Olbnoets and Perm were 
unable to be present, owing to the re- 
moteness of the provinces which have no 
communications with St. Petersburg. 
The two who (lid not sign the memorial 
were not present when signatures were 
called lor. They represent the provinces 
o1 ,, : Petersburg and Kehrnsen. 

This document declaring for the ne- 
cessity of reform, is all the more strik- 
ing anil impressive because the Zem- 
stvo presidents who signed it while 
elected by Zemstvo organizations, are 
confirmed in their election by the gov- 
ernment. The memorial will be presented 
within n couple of days to the minister 
ot the interior. Prince Svintopolk-Mir- 
sky, by a delegation composed of Presi- 
dents Shipoff. Petrunkeivitch, Princo 
Lvoff. Count Heidcr and Rodziansky, the 
most prominent participants in' tho 
memorial, 

The Zemstvo will now proceed with 
t'he discussion of the remainder of the 
programme, which, although it directly 
concerns Zemstvo work, is of minor im- 
portance. It consists, lirst. primary edu- 
cation; secondly, of the disorganization 
a paper on which subject will be read 
t».r AL 'Stakbovifo. marshal of the nobil- 
ity of Orel; third, relief measures for 
the families of those .sent to war, and 
fourth, Red Cross work. 

X'lie meeting has been Hooded with 
piochimutions from radical organiza- 
tions, one of which, coming from social 
revolutionaries, offered support if the 
/Scinstyos upheld the principles of the 
memorial it had adopted. The following 
message, signed by 20 prominent Fin- 
landers, was also received : "The under- 
signed citizens of Finland, interested in 
the evolution of social and intellectual 
life of Russia, send their cordial saluta- 
tions to the Zemstvo representatives as- 
sembled in St. Petersburg to study the 
general circumstances which prevent de- 
velopments of Russian life, the develop- 
ment of their moral, intellectual and 
social forces henceforth opened to the 
powerful, generous Russian genius. Wo 
wish you complete success in your work 
of peace and concord, and hope it will 
redound to the glory and happiness of 
your country." 

The interest in the meeting of the 
Zemstvo representatives is intense. The 
war and all oilier questions are tempor- 
arily-forgotten.

BIG FIGHT IS 

NOW IMMINENT 



Indications at Mukden are That 
Struggle Will Soon Re- 
commence. 



Berlin, Nov. 21. — A despatch to the 
Local Auzeiger from Mukden under to- 
day's date says: "The reconnaissance 
tights have assumed a more violent char- 
acter during the past few days; particu- 
larly hot was the lighting on Poutiloff 
hill (Lone Tree hilli, where the Japa- 
nese were repulsed with the loss of over 
100 killed. All signs indicate that great 
events are imminent. The road to Siu- 
innntin, owing to the excellent patrol 
service is unite safe from Chinese ban- 
dits, thus guaranteeing unhindered com- 
iiuunication with Tientsin, and establish- 
ing a second line of intercourse with the 
outside world. 

"The health of the troops is excellent. 
The Russian admire the cleanliness, per- 
fect order f.ud equipment ol the Japa- 
nese. (Ine docs not see any trace of race 
hatred, ll is a fact that the Japum.-- 
return through French intermediation 
all valuables found on dead Russians. 
This has made a deep impression here 
and is reciprocated." 

.Mukden, .Nov. 21,— (Via Tientsin)-— 
Since the Japanese failed in the attack 
which they made on Poutiloff hill No- 
vember bStli, the old order of affairs 
base been resumed. There are frequent 
.skirmishes, particularly in the vicinity 
of the Russian centre, where both sides 
have daily clashes. There was an ex- 
change of artillery tire during the great- 
er part of November 20th. It appears 
that the affair of November 18th was 
a reconnaissance in force and that had 
it been success! ul. it would have been 
followed by a general attack. 

The Japanese got within thirty pace- 
of the Russian outer positions before 
being driven back. They left over a 
hundred dead on the held. The Russian 
soldiers are quite comfortable in their 
dugouts. The weather continues ex- 
tremely cold, the thermometer recording 
35 degrees of frost. The frost is ac- 
companied by high winds, which carry 
<-louds of dust. 

The Russian detachment occupying Da 
pass have retired before a Japanese col- 
umn 1,000 strong. The Japanese are re- 
ported to be advancing on towards Siu- 
tsintin.

Night came and Cap- 
tain Kay decided to stand by until morn- 
ing but during the night the storm did 
not abate and lights were burned. 

With dayiight of Sunday the Spanish 
ship was low in the water, but the Brit- 
ish crew could do nothing. Monday 
night tho vessels wore still together. 
After 4 a. m. Tuesday the crew of tho 
Castle saw no more rockets and all was 
darkness. When daylight cumo not a 
sign of tho Spanish hark could he Keen. 
The fury of the storm was so great, 
Captain Bay reports, that no small boat 
could have safely Tidden tho waves. 



THE LAW COURTS. 
Leave to Appeal in ReX. vs. Lai Ping 

Befused— Chamber Cases. 

The Court of Appeals concluded a 
brief session yesterday by refusing an 
application for leave to appeal in the 
case of Lai Pill'-', sentenced in the Van- 
couver County court to eight years' pen- 
al servitude for perjury. Mr. .1. A. Rus- 
sell of Vancouver, appeared in support 
of the motion which was opposed by the 
deputy attorney-general, Mr. McLean. 
As reported in Sunday's Colonist, the 
two points on which Mr. Kussell relied 
were, I, That the oath administered to 
Lai Ping and known as the "chicken 
oath." was not a legal oath, and 2, that 
the confession of Lai Ping on which he 
was convicted should not have been ad- 
mitted ns evidence as It II (hie itlllllenCO 
had been everted to obtain it. 

The court refused to entertain the mo- 
tion. Seme difference of op"?5ion existed 
among their Lordships, as to the power 
of the court to deal with the motion. Mr. 
Justice Martin was of the opinion that 

this confession mild not be called into 
question by the Court of Appeals unless 
en a stmed case by the trial judge, as it 
was largely a question of fuel and one 
which the trial judge had the best 
opportunity of determining. 

The Chief Justice, on the other hand, 
held that tin' admissibility of the con- 
fession was a question „( law and that 
the court could, in the absence id' a stat- 
ed case, direct the dial judge In .stale it 
for the opinion of the higher court. 

Tho Chief Justice, in divine; the deci- 
sion of the court, said that while influ- 
ence might have been used to obtain the 
confession, the magistrate who had tak- 
en the confession had fulfilled bis duty 
by warning the accused, and the objec- 
tion to the oath could nut he entertained 
as the mit b in question bad been used in 
ihe courts [or many years and was 
moreover a proper and binding onth. 
Their Lordships were unanimous in re- 
fusing leave in appeal.

I would, therefore, respect- 
fully suggest that the council should re- 
model the scale of charges now fixed 
bv the hvlaw. alter consultation with 
the city electrician, in order that a more 
equitable mode of arriving at the inspec- 
tor's fees can be provided,

The petition from J. A. Sayward and

'The mayor diil not think the petition 
could be so dealt with in any event, as 
it did not ask for such a bylaw. 

Aid. Beekwith understood that there

Received 
and adopted.

1. Under foundation Rock Kay bridge 
adjoining Sayward mill property. 

2. Bridge street water front on Arm 
can bo widened. 

.'!. tlorgo road trestle between Oar- 
ballv road and Bock Rny -avenue to be 
filled. 

•1. For ;i permanent dumping ground 
and all material other than solid tilling, 
a point north of the rifle ranee on 
Clover point (to be selected by engineer) 
is admirably adapted. 

This was referred to the streets, 
bridges and sewers commit lee. 

The report of the finance committee 
recommending the payment of accounts 
amounting to $1,385.33. was adopted. 

Aid. Fell moved, without notice, that 
the finance committee lie instructed to 
recommend the appropriation of $05 for 
painting the fence of the old cemetery. 
Aid. Kinsman said that the fence was 
not worth painting, as many of the 
boards were rotten. Eventually the opies- 
tion was referred to the cemetery com- 
mittee for report. 

The council then adjourned.

Victory for Clark. 

Bert Clark, of Denver, Colorado, 
knocked out Harry Augustine (colored! 
of Glasgow, Scotland, in the third round 
of what was to have been a twenty- 
round boxing contest in the old Metho- 
dist church last night. The bout was a 
good one, both men being scientific lex- 
ers and hard hitters. No weights were 
given, but the rivals appeared to b( 
evenly matched at nbont 185 pounds. 
Clark has a longer reach than Augus- 
tine, lint the latter was more stockily 
built, his chest development being very 
line. Harry Dodds was chosen as re- 
feree, nnd he gave every satisfaction. 
The tight by rounds was as follows: 

Round One— Clark immediately went 
right after his man, and jabbed him 
repeatedly in the face with his left; hf 
varied these with a number of haul 
l)odv blows. Augustine got in Severn 
body punches, but he did very little hit- 
ting being apparently engaged in sizing 
up his opponent. 

Round Two— Both men began lighting 
fiercely. They exchanged fierce body 
.Mows' and then Clark jabbed his left, to 
face four times in- quick succession. Ho 
followed these up with a vicious right, 
to the wind and two left jabs to the 
Jaw. Augustine put a hard left to the 
jaw. but Clark merely smiled and got 
in a stiff right to the wind just before 
the round closed. 

Round Three— Augustine started to 
mix things. He put his left to Clark's 
jaw three times, but received in return 
it left to tlie nose and a vicious jab in 
the wind. Ciark followed up his ad- 
vantage and brought the blood with n 
■straight left to the nose. He nlso nut 
in a hard left to the ribs. Augustinu 
waded in and got in two stiff body 
punches, hut Clark suddenly swung a 
fierce right to the jaw and Augustine 
took four counts. He then made a fatal 
mistake. Instead of covering up. he 
lushed at his man. nnd Clark landed 
a vicious right swing on the jaw, which 
put Augustine down and out. I. Abra- 
hams of H. M. S. Bonaventure, chal- 
lenged the winner. 

The Preliminary. 

The preliminary, which was to have 
been a six-romftl contest, between 
Abrahams and Miller of H. M. S. Bon- 
aventure. only lasted two rounds, the 
former putting his opponent out with a 
left to the wind and a right to the 
jaw. Miller had no chance, as he ap- 
parently knew very little about boxing, 
while Abrahams, who is a very sturdily 
built man, was scientific and also a 
hard hitter. Or. McNainee, 11. G. A., 
acted as referee. 

If properly fitted up the old church 
building would make an excellent place 
for boxing contests. The arrangements 
for last night's bouts were very good. 
Of course the lighting was not quite up 
to the mark, as there are no electric 
ligui fittings, but the ring was in the 
proper place — the centre of the hall, 
which gave a much better view to every- 
one than would have been the case if 
the ring had been on the stage, as is 
usually the case in Hie halls hen'.

THE WAR. 

There lias beeii .au apparent lull in 
Operations in the Far East, that is, if 
wo vrere to judge -by press despatches, 
which itiivo been unusually meagre iov 
some days, It is evident, however, that 
preparations for renewed engagements 
have been active, arid particularly ou 
tho Japanese side. What the Russians 
avo doing is, of course, more difficult to 
determine. Wo learn that tho Japanese 
forces are receiving largo reinforcements 
daily. At Port Arthur General Stoossel 
is sustaining a siego with a heroic re- 
sistance that reminds us of tho 6tub- 
IioVii defences of. (.ho .NethorlaudorfJ 
whose towus were beleaguered by Span- 
iards in tho long-ago wares, so vividly 
portrayed by Motley. Stoessel recog- 
nizes his doom and that of his garrison. 
To tho. latter ho said: "On three sides 
the sea, and on the fourth tho enemy"; 
and in a pathetic message to a friend 
ho exclaimed: "1 now bid you good-bye 
forever. Port Arthur will be my grave." 
Nevertheless he sends cheery words of 
•hope to the Czar. He has made himself 
tho most famous of modern defenders. 
-While one cannot but admire tho bravery 
-iTiu S reatness of this man iu his most 
trying or jSifWUions, there must needs 
be pity for"the snc.:. : l ice ho is making 
for his nation's honor. In ttro .meautinie, 
the Japanese are digging and tunnelling 
and harassing day and night, as dogged- 
ly determined that, nt all hazards, Port 
Arthur shall fall at the earliest moment. 
Vov Ihlij ^IVr'pose they are strengthening 
llicl'r forces, and making ready also for 
their own defences against the Baltic 
iioet, when it shall have arrived, after, 
they hope, Port Arthur will have fallen. 

What is going on in the more north- 
ern arena, in which Kuropatkin is the 
central figare, is more difficult to ascer- 
tain, as very little news of tho opera- 
tions is .permitted to filter through the 
Tegular channels of communication'. 
What news there is would seem to iithv- 
cate that large reinforcements are being 
received by both uidos and that another 
deadly struggle may be expected any 
day. Tho outposts of the two armies 
are in touch with each other and have 
frequent skirmishes. It is evident that 
both at Port Arthur and in the north the 
Japanese will make a mighty effort to 
strike a crushing blow as soon as pos- 
sible. If they can do that before Che 
Baltic fleet arrives, and before Russia 
can mass a second largo army in Man- 
churia, the task of Russia in overcom- 
ing her dauntless foe will be tremendous- 
ly increased. Japan's opportunity is 
now, and her generals know it. 

TIIK INTE R COLONIAL'S DEFICIT 

The deficit on tho Intercolonial Rail- 
way for the year ending June 30th, 
1904, was $000,750, the largest in the 
history of the road. This may lie an 
argument against government-owned 
railways, as it no doubt was intended 
to be, but it is a much stronger argu- 
ment against the political system un- 
der which it is managed. Tho working 
expenses were 11-1 per cent, of the re- 
ceipts, as compared with US per cent, 
the previous year, a year in which the 
average percentage of working ex- 
penses to receipts of all tho Canadian 
railways was 70.25. Last year the ex- 
penditure on the Intercolonial repre- 
sented 9 per cent, of the total expendi- 
ture of the Dominion Government. As 
the Montreal Gazette puts it, out of 
every dollar expended by the Laurier 
Government, nine cents went to making 
the Intercolonial inoro efficient as a 
political machine. No wonder that the 
constituencies through which tin.- Inter- 
colonial runs returned Liberals. No 
wonder that Nova Scotia '•boosted" for 
Fielding, 

This is a condition of things for 
which the Government is peculiarly re- 
sponsible. Sir Wilfrid .Laurier over 
and over again declared during his cam- 
paign that the system under which the 
railway is operated is "vicious." And 
"so long as the vicious system re- 
mains," he added, "you can expect 
motliing but delicit and deficit." Here 
is an acknowledgment of the weakness 
of the Government in not. being able to 
overcome the temptation to use Lin; 
railway, which it operates and controls, 
fur expressly corrupt and "vicious" pur- 
poses. It is even more, it is an admis- 
sion <>i' the objeet of the Government 
to use j| for that purpose. 

If the Government will place the In- 
tercolonial in the hands -if an Indepen- 
dent commission, or even in the hands 
of a competent railway man, with 
power to refuse even the. Government 
the opportunity .if using it to its politi- 
cal advantage, and will bock him up 
in saying "no" to the importunities of 
political favorites, tho road, even un- 
der the disadvantages it 1ms been 
■placed by the Uovernment, van be 
made, df uol to pay, at least to cease 
to be a burden on the resources of the 
country. 



umph of the methods of the American' 
'boss' is now almost complete." 

The News goes on to say that it sol-i 
dom agreed with the Standard, but al- 
ways rejoiced in the spirit which gov- 
erned its action. . "But," it asked, "what 
»>f the journalism it lias joined — the jour- 
nalism which has swept the field like a 
tornado. It is soulless. Irresponsible, 
sensational." Thus we see the oppos- 
ing forces of the oh 1 and new rending 
each other in the very centre of journal- 
ism, in the precincts of what used to be 
good old conservative and happy Fleet 
street. It was not to be expected, how- 
ever, much as we may regret it, that the 
press would remain free from the mon- 
opolistic, money power, which has af- 
fected so many other Of the walks of 
life in Great Britain as well as in 
America. 

The fact that the Standard has been 
purchased to advocate the cause of Mr. 
Chamberlain is in itself a matter of spe- 
cial interest, and to Canadians, at least, i 
would not appear to he a matter for re 
gret. The sum paid— £70<),<.IOO— is note 
worthy. Few persons realize the amount • 
Of capital invested in a large newspaper 
like the Standard, and how valuable its 
goodwill becomes in time.

"SIFTON'S T 1 UN RED LINK." 

The above is the caption of an edi- 
torial in the Toronto Mail and Empire 
discussing election methods in the Prov- 
ince of Manitoba. As the smoke of the 
elections is clearing away we are be- 
gining to learn of things that accounted 
for Liberal successes in some instances 
and Liberal majorities in others. Of 
course, any person who is familiar with 
tho resources of Mr. Sifton as a cam- 
paign mnnait^r, will not be surprised at 
any revglofions of methods employed 
within the special sphere of hi.q mtlu. 
eiice. 

'' U 'f. are learning now," says the M*'! 
and Empire, "how the thing was done. 
Ii appears that before the voters" list-; 
were placed in the hands of the 'isnuLv 
returning officers II lot of unifies were 
scored off. A toil line win* drawn in 
every constituency through the names 
of scores of voters, and these, without 
exception were well-known and promi- 
nent Conservatives. When these elec- 
tors went to the polls they were told 
that their names were no longer on the 
hsts, and the ballot was denied them. 
Jbat tins manoeuvre had an important 
'effect on the result of the election ad- 
mits <it no doubt whatever. Both in 
Selkirk and in Proveucher, where tii 1 ? 
contests were close, the fraud defeated 
the Conservative candidates." 

The statement is made that the Man- 
itoba Government will probe the scan- 
dal to the bottom, with a view to as- 
certaining what agencies were respon- 
sible for this political wnirrage. In Nova 
Scotia, where Mr. Fielding is supreme, 
they have more refined arts, became 
after all the Minister of Finance is tho 
king of manipulators, compared with 
whoso political finesse even the arts of 
Mr. Sifton are crude and raw. Nova 
Scotia has not got manhood suffrage as 
we have in British Columbia, and the 
provincial voters' lists are in the hands 
of Liberal assessors, who rate Liberals 
high enough, where necessary, to come 
within the required qualifications and 
the Conservatives low enough, where 
possible, to disqualify them. It is true, 
there is an appeal to the Sheriff, but a" 
the Sheriff is a Liberal appointee, lie 
sustains the ass.r--.sor. and the Conserv- 
ative appellant is powerless. Under such 
a system an honest expression of public 
opinion is impossible. Yet il is law. In 
the case of .Manitoba, where such a sys- 
tem is not practicable, the agents of 
'-Mr. Sifton take the law into their own 
hands.

And all things considered, two per cent, 
ou such a capitalization Is Immense. The 
road is 11(1 L'lllcs la length and narrow 
gunge. Seventy miles of the 110 could 
easily lie duplicated for $10,1X10 a mile, and 
o- the remaining 40 miles, Bennett to 
Skagway, only 12 miles lire difficult build- 
ing, and $23,000 a mile would be a high 
average for this port of the Hue. Equip- 
ment cuts no very great figure, as a good 
part of the rolling stock was second-hand, 
although it should be understood that cam 
nnd engines are all the same width as those 
used on a standard gunge railway, but in 
this case these cars and engines are placed 
o.i narrow gauge trucks. Here, then, we 
have a transportation company trying to 
make dividends on $8,000,000 instead of 
$2,000,000, all of which has to come out 
of the Yukon. Hut this fictitious capital- 
ization gives the company the appearance 
of having a stature which It does not pos- 
siss, and so there are presU*uts and yicc- 
presldents, and managers galore, just like 
the great ('. ]'.

Four Masted 

Ship Foundered 



Alleged That Captain of French 
Ship Now Here Saw a Vessel 
Sink. 



Disaster Occurred During Storm 
Last Week North of Cape 
Flattery. 



It was reported on very good author- 
ity lust night that Captain Corbonais, of 
the French ship Guerveur, now lyiug u 
lEsquimalt harbor, at Bullon's wharf, 
undergoing alterations before going to 
'Cbemainus to load lumber, liad reported 
soon utter his arrival here that last 
.Wednesday or Thursday while the Guer- 
veur was off Cape Flattery in a severe 
gale a four masted vessel a considerable 
distance to the north ward of the Guer- 
veur was seen to disappear suddenly, 
those aboard the French ship believing 
that she had foundered in the terrible 
seas then running. 

The distance between the ships was 
too great to allow of the Guerveur ren- 
dering any assistance. The vessel which 
is supposed to have foundered seemed 
to be in trouble for some time before 
she sank and was evidently deeply laden. 
It was impossible for those aboard the 
Guorvuer to make out her nationality, 
owing to the heavy weather, the haze 
caused by the Hying spray and rain and 
the long distance separating the ships. 

Those who heard the rumor last night 
are inclined to think that it may have 
■been the four-masicd barkentinc Maka- 
weli of San Francisco, coal laden from 
Tacoma to Muzatlnn. Captain J. G. Cos 
when rung up by 'phone during the even- 
ing said he had not heard anything of 
the alleged report, although he had met 
Captain Corbonais that day. The 
French Consul, Colonel F. 1'.. Gregory, 
also replied over the 'phone that he hnd 
not heard anything of the report from 
■Captain t'orbenais. 

Unfortunately the master of the 
Guerveur could not be found hist even- 
ing in order to confirm the statement, 
but the Colonist's informant when asked 
further about the matter reiterated his 
statement. 

It is considered exceedingly likely that 
if the officers of the Guerveur did see 
a four-masted vessel founder as de- 
scribed the ill-fated craft was the Makn- 
weli, driven northward by adverse winds 
after two weeks sailing from Tatoosh, 
whiel) she passed on the evening of the 
351 st October, bound west.

hap than the finding of the lifebuoy 
marked with her name and port. This, 
al all times, was rather slender evidence 
lo go upon, as there were so many 
ways in which a lifebuoy could get away 
from a ship— by being swept off in a 
heavy sea; by being thrown over to a 
drowning man; by the accidental parting 
of the retaining line, and so forth. 

Captain Cox is forwarding all partic- 
ulars regarding the wreck to tin' owners 
in San Francisco as fast as he receives 
information himself. The captain is 
inclined to the belief that the Maka- 
weli may be safe enough yet. The 
stern of a vessel picked up by the In- 
dians of Clayoijuot is just as likely to 
be that of the schooner Kailua lost last 
winter as of any other vessel lost on that 
coast. Vessels loaded with coal usually 
make a clean disappearance of it when 
they do go down. The Makaweli is a 
new vessel, staunch and well found, and 
there has been no wind to make the sur- 
rounding seas dangerous to such a craft.

Lloyd's Agent Notified ,,f the Nature of 
the Rnrkentine's Cargo.

NOTICE TO MARINERS. 

The following notices to mariners have 
just been received by the department 
of marine and fisheries: 

A beacon light has been established 
by the government of Canada on White 
islet, lyiug off -Mission point, and south- 
easterly from Seechlet peninsula, in the 
Strait of Georgie, in place of the boa- 
son described in part of Notice to Mari- 
ners, No. till of 1001. The light is an 
unwatehed light, shown from a Wigham 
31-day oil lamp standing on a small 
white enclosed wooden tower, supported 
on a black wooden framework. The 
light is fixed white, elevated feet 
above high water mark, and should lie 
visible six miles from ail p^iits of ap- 
proach. To prevent confusion amongst 
the numerous geographical features 
called "White" this light will <bo known 
as "Seeehelt" light. 

Since 1st October, 190-1. a fixed white 
light has been shown from a small lens 
lantern suspended from the superstruc- 
ture of the platform buoy marking the 
middle ground between Procter nnd 
Balfour, at the entrance to West Arm, 
Kootenay, lake, interior of British Co- 
lumbia. This light will hereafter be 
maintained by the government of Can- 
ada whenever the water in the lake is 
so low as to make the middle ground a 
danger to navigation. The light is ele- 
vated about six feet above the water, 
and should he visible two miles. 



PUGET SOUND SHIPPING. 

Movements of Various Vessels Now in 
Neighboring Waters. 

Blaine. Nov. 21.— The four-masted 
barkentine Aurora, Capt. Hollquist com- 
manding, arrived in port this morning 
from Winslow looking spick and span 
after the thorough overhauling she re- 
ceived while on Hall Bros.' ways at 
Winslow. The Aurora loads a lumber 
cargo from the mill here for Sail Fran- 
cisco, and not for a foreign destination, 
as has been erroneously reported. 

Port Townsend, Nov. 21.— The Ger- 
man hark Bertha arrived in port last 
evening from Port Gamble to clear and 
secure a crew. She has a cargo of lum- 
ber destined for Delagoa bay, and will 
probably proceed to sea tomorrow. The 
schooner Spokane also arrived from Port 
Gamble to sign her crew, and proceeded 
for soa at 5 o'clock in tow of the tug 
Wyadda. She is hound for San Fran- 
cisco with lumber. The .schooner Alice 
Cooke, Capt. P.. P. Penhallow, has been 
waiting since Saturday last for a favor- 
able opportunity to go to sea. but wea- 
ther conditions have been such that 
Capt. Penhallow has not cared to make 
a start. The little schooner John G. 
North, with cargo of lumber loaded at 
Port Blakeley for Qunyaqnuil, Mexico, 
arrived in port last evening to clear, 
and will probably proceed to sea today 
if the weather is favorable. The four- 
masted British ship Arracun, ('apt. 
Keik, arrived yesterday after a voyage 
of <i2 days from Acapulco. The Ami- 
can. like the Mooltan, of the same line, 
which arrived in Royal Roads some days 
ago and towed thence to Tncoma, has 
hceii fixed to carry lumber to Australia 
and will probably receive orders today 
to proceed to her loading port. It is be- 
lieved thai she will he loaded from the 
St. Paul mills at Tacotna. 

Seattle. Nov. IS).— Most of the steam- 
ers comprising the Nome fleet hailing 
from this port are beginning to look out 
for good berths in which to lie up for 
the winter. The steamships Victoria and 
Tacoma, of the Northwestern Commer- 
cial Company's line, were towed to Win- 
slow today and will probably remain 
moored in Eagle harbor throughout tin' 
vvintor and until navigation in the North 
open* in the spring. The 'Olympia, of

NATIVE'S HARD FIGHT. 

Little Steamer From Stoveston lias to Bat- 
tle for Life. 

To complete a trip. which In ordinary 
weather takes about thirty hours, it took 
the steamer Native four days. The little 
tug arrived In port having In tow a scow 
with 085 cases of salt salmon for shipment 
t.> the Orient on the steamship Shawmut, 
says the Tncoma Ledger of yesterday. 

The Native came from Stoveston, It. C 
and her master. Captain George C. Mc- 
Keen, reports almost one continuous storm 
during the entire voyage. For three nights 
tli'.* tug had to seek shelter and at times 
the wind reached almost hurricane propor- 
tions. 

After collecting her cargo along the Fra- 
so? river, the Native left the British Col- 
umbia port Monday morning at 7 o'clock, 
only to run into the storm, which raged 
with great severity Unit night over the en- 
tire coast. Monday night Capt. MeKeeu 
sought shelter In Otter Hay and the next 
morning attempted to proceed. However, 
the sea was so heavy and the gale so 
strong that on Tuesday be was compelled 
to put Into North Hay. By Wednesday 
night he had only reached Friday Harbor, 
end again he determined It unsafe to battle 
with the elements, and the Native lay In 
the sheltered cove until tbe storm abated 
to some extent. 

After leaving Friday Harbor Thursday 
thp steamer was able to make hotter time, 
and she arrived safely with her cargo yes- 
terdav morning. Capt. iMeKeen states that 
it was slow work battling against the 
waves and that at times the lltle steamer 
was almost completely engulfed. Tuesday 
the wind was from the southwest, but by 
Wednesday it had shifted to the southeast. 
Asked as to which day the storm was the 
most severe, the master replied that it 
seemed about the same during the entire 
triii. it was a continuous storm and In Ills 
experience he never faced a harder gale. 
Among the Islands It appeared to be par- 
ticularly strong. 

Upon entering, the Native lay alongside 
tbe Shawmut, into whose hold the salmon 
cargo was unloaded during the day. 

The steamer Flngal also came in yester- 
day morning with salt salmon for the Shaw- 
mut. 

Late In the afternoon the steamer Co- 
qi.ltlam arrived from British Colombia 
ports with the same kind of cargo. The Co- 
<|iiitlam was in port a few days ago with 
sa'mon, and made a quick return trip. 

The Native was expected to sail again 
last night, hut It is not likely that cither 
t'i: Flngal or the Coqultlam will leave un- 
ti. today.

WHITTIER'S TERRIBLE TRIP. 

Oil Cargo Steamer From Sau Francisco Re- 
ports Uoujv Experiences. 

Steamer Whlttler, San Francisco to Van- 
couver with a cargo of oil foi the Van- 
couver retlnery, reached this port yester- 
day after a struggle all the way from 
the Golden (fate. The captain reports a 
voyage that was one of the roughest he 
cvr experienced. From the minute the 
steamer put out of Golden Gate it was 
light. The seas running along the Cali- 
fornia and Oregon coasts were tremen- 
dous, and there was a succession of tierce 
sou'east gales following one another with 
astonishing rapldltv. Just south of and 
off Flattery the Whlttler rati into fear-, 
f 1, weather, and laid a hard time of It 
becking the snorters that came down the 
Straits like shells out of a cannon. The 
decks were swept fore and aft, and the 
fo'c'sle was burled under mountains of 
raging sea half the time. Coming up the 
Straits matters mended little, owing to 
thi direction of the wind, which came 
eiear off the shoulders of the Washington 
range, and simply ripped the sea Into 
tumultuous wrath. It was the worst buf- 
feting the Whlttler has .had since she was 
built at San Francisco last year. She is a 
ttim craft of about 1,000 tons, 210 feet long, 
ai.d provided with line engines, and she 
behaves splendidly in any kind of sen. 



ACTUAL CONTRABAND REFUSED. 

Steamship Minnesota's Owners Make a Dis- 
tinction. 

The Great Northern Stenmship Company 
hi a circular just Issued announces that 
the new steamer Minnesota will not take 
"actual." bin "conditional," contraband of 
war for Japan. The distinction between 
the two classes rests on tiie determination 
of tin- question as to whether or not the 
commodities shipped are Intended for tiie 
usj directly of the Japanese government. 
If they arc. tiny are held to he actual con- 
tinbaad and tin- Minnesota will net carry 
them. If they are not ami it Is marked on 
each package* that the contents arc "not 
for the use of the Japanese army or navy," 
then the goods will be aeeei 1 for ship- 
ment, it bclier considered thai such cargo 
is "conditional" contraband of war ami not 
to In- disturbed in the event of the seizure 
o- the ship. 

For all such cargo the steamship com- 
pany, however, expressly disclaims all re- 
sponsibility, and states thai it. will not re- 
imburse shippers for Its loss.

FREIGHT MARKET DEMORALIZED. 

A special to the Portland Oregonlan from 
San Francisco says: The local grain freight 
market cent limes at a standstill, with rates 
wholly nominal. The shipowners' com- 
bination was a signal failure. Finding It 
impossible tii secure their minimum rates, 
nothing Is left to union vessels but to sail 
away in ballast or wait the expiration of 
tiie compact next month and then charter 
for what they can get. The ballast fleet 
thus far this season totals 25,000 tons, and 
will doubtless be largely Increased within 
the next few weeks.

"Oil" is now the talk at Pinclier 
.■reek. The success attending the opera- 
tions of the Alberta Oil Company on 
Cameron brook is the cause of the talk. 
It 'has been demonstrated beyond a doubt 
that there is an abundant supply of oil 
in 'Southern Alberta ami in the Flat- 
head valley section ol" Southeast Koo- 
tenay, and it has also been demonstrat-

"The company knows what they are 
about. Air. Warren, of Omalui, who is 
connected with the Winnipeg Oil itelin- 
ing Company, and is a gentleman of 
many years' experience in the oil tields 
of the United States, told mo that the 
result of the refining of some of this 
oil at Winnipeg had shown that the 
Alberta oil was of a higher grade than 
any oil he has ever seen. .Mr. Warren 
has invented a new process for the 
economical refining of oil, and has just 
taken out his patents in the United 
States and Canada, anil he knows 
whereof he speaks, ile said that he bad 
extracted 'Ao different kinds of oil from 
the crude stuff. After taking out tile 
more valuable products, he can take out 
a very high grade of axle grease, to 
the quantity of three gross to the bar- 
rel. The company has orders for 500 
gross of this at Winnipeg. It is worth 
S7.50 a gross. The Winnipeg Oil Re- 
fining Company are very anxious to 
handle the whole of the oil produced by 
the Alberta company, but Mr. J.ineham 
says that his people have decided not to 
send any more to Winnipeg but to manu- 
facture themselves.

It is 
there that the oil indications really are 
the strongest over the whole section. 
Hut operations there have nut reached 
the advanced stage they have in South- 
ern Alberta. The indications all along 
the Flathead are splendid and there can 
be no doubt but that great develop- 
ments are in store for that section." 

Mr. Black is enthusiastic also en the 
llbjcet of agriculture in Southern Al- 
berta. This is being carried on now on 
a big scale, the most up-to-date and 
labor-saving machinery being employed. 
He says (hat the fanner who gets in

soon become independent, lie has met 
several men who have cleared small 
fortunes out of their farms in a cou- 
ple of years. The cattle men are moving 
hack" and giving place In the farmers, 
and the laud belonging to the ('.

Tho hearing of the charge aguiust 
Charles Jaspar, AVilliam -Worth and 
Victor Streok, who are accused of hav- 
ing assaulted J. A. McLeod, a street 
car conductor, on the night of the 12th 
inst., was commenced in the provincial 
police court yesterday. Mr. A. E. Mc- 
Phillips, K. C appeared for the prose- 
cution and Mr. A. L. Belyea, K. C, for 
the accused. 

At the outset Mr. Belyea took excep- 
tion to the locking up of the accused 
after the adjournment taken in the 
morning. This adjournment; he said, had 
been taken at the instance of the prose- 
cution, and he considered that the ac- 
cused ought to have been allowed out, 
their previous bail being continued until 
the afternoon. 

Magistrate Hall said that so far as he 
know the adjournment had been taken 
by mutual agreement, but in any event 
no other course could have been taken 
than lo hold the accused unless the bail 
was renewed. The bail expired so soou 
as I he time set for hearing the case ar- 
rived. The accused had been late in 
attending the court, and had staled that 
sooner than send for their securities 
they would stay in the custody of the 
police until the afternoon. 

The charge was then read and Mr. 
Belyea wanted to know under what sec- 
tion il was laid. 

The magistrate said it appeared to be 
laid under seel ion 783. 

Mr. Belyea expressed the opinion that 
section 781! did nut create any offence, 
but only provided for t ho means of deal- 
ing with an offence. 

The magistrate differed with Mr. Bel- 
yea on this point, hut said that if Mr. 
McPhillips desired he could amend the 
information so as to bring it under a 
section which was not open to any 
technical objection of the sort. 

A long discussion followed on this 
point, ami finally Mr. McPhillips de- 
cided to amend tho information so as to 
filing it under section 242. This involved 
the question of jurisdiction, the magis- 
trate holding that under tho latter sec- ! 
tion he would not have jurisdiction to 
put the accused to election, but could 
only conduct a preliminary inquiry. 

The hearing then proceeded, the ac- 
cused being charged that they did on 
the 12th of November last unlawfully 
inflict on the said J. A. McLeod grievous 
bodily harm, near the town of Esqui- 
mau. 

Dr. E. C. Hart was then failed. He 
deposed that he was a registered medi- 
cal practitioner. At 12:30 a. in. on the 
18th inst. he was called to attend Mc- 
Leod, who looked like a man who had 
been in a fight. The chief injuries were 
two wounds on McLeod's back. These 
were punctured wounds in the region 
of the shoulder blades, one being about i 
one nnd one-half inches in depth. They | 
appeared to have been caused by frag- I 
nients of glass. Witness dressed these I 
wounds and further examined the man, , 
who hud no other serious injuries, but I 
his face was scratched and his eyes had | 
been blackened. Of the shoulder wounds | 
one was slight and the other rather se- 
rious. In a wound of the latter descrip- 
tion, though not in itself dangerous, 
there might always be danger of blood 
poisoning. McLeod was dressed in the 
uniform of a car conductor and wore 
coat, waistcoat, shirt anil vest. Witness 
saw the holes made in this clothing. 
After witness had dressed McLeod's 
wounds, MeLeod, accompanied by a 
friend, went home in a hack. Witness 
called on McLeod on the following Mon- 
day and, Tuesday. A week later witness 
examined the wounds, which had prac- 
tically healed. Had the mure serious 
wound been a little deeper the lungs 
■would have been ponetratd. 

.1. A. Mcl 1 testified that at 11:10 

o'clock Saturday night, November 12th, 
he was conducting a car which left the 
city for Esnuimalt. The car should have 
left at 1 I o'clock, but il was late. The 
three accused got on the car al the usual 
point of departure on Government street. 
He did not know the accused by name, 
bni he recognized them by their faces 
The accuo ,! cut i"l the smoking com- 
partment of the car. There were no va- 
cant seats and they stood up. While 
passing the Unci; Bay hotel he rang the 
bell fur the mortonieer to stop to allow 
a lady passenger to alight. The accused. 
Worth, then attempted to ring the bell 
also, while the lady was getting out. 
Witness held the bell rope so that the 
hell did not ring. When the lady left 
the car witness rang the bell for the mo- 
torneer ti> go ahead and the accused 
Worth rang the bell also. Witness told 
Worth net to ring Hie bell. While he 
was talking in Worth the accused Jas- 
par was putting tickets into the box. 
Worth replied that he would do what he 
pleased.'' Witness then told Worth that 
if Im rang the bell again he would be 
put elf the car. Then Jaspar began to 
talk about witness putting anvoue oil' 

tl ar. lie said they bad paid their 

fare and were going in ride to Esqui- 
mau. Juspar also struck wiim-ss in 
i he mouth. This occurred near Pleas- 
ant street. Witness took hold of Jaspar 
ami sinned him over in the corner. The 
other two accused said to witness: "You 
let go of him: we will look after him." 

Juspnr wanted in light su body and his 

companions had a good deal of tronbie 
wiih him. On arriving at. the Canteen 
grounds, Esquimau, the car stepped hi 
allow the three accused In gel off. .las- 
pur did ret want in leave the car hih' 
Worth ami Si reek took buhl of him in 
pull him mil. Streek and Juspnr gut 
nil' the back plutform. Worth grabbed 
hold of witness and struck him with his 

list. Wi ss grabbed Worth by the 

wrisl and then staggered backwards oft 
the car. Worth following him. and the 
two had a brief scrimmage, witness be- 
ing struck in several places. Streek and 
.la-par were on the other side of the 
car. and when they found witness was 
mi the ground they came arou 
attacked him. Witness then 1 
back In the car and was in a defen 
attitude. All three struck al him. Then 
I he motorneer, William Good, came 
around from the front platform and told 
witness to gel on the car. While (iood 
bad hold uf witness, one of the accused 
ran in and sfTuck witness on the nose. 
It was a hard blow. His cop and fare- 
box were on the ground. He could Slot 
see the cap, but he picked up the fare- 
box and gul on the front platform of the 

car. Tl •cused stood on the mad. 

The inol on r followed witness nnd tho 

ear pn eded to il ml uf the line. The 

ear immediately commenced its return 
trip lo the city. They intended to stop 
nt I he canteen grounds, witness wishing 
to recover his cap, But reaching that: 
point witness saw the three accused 
still standing on tho truck. Witness told 
the motorneer to lei the ear go instead 
of slopping. But the motorneer had to 
slop because the accused were standing 
fight on the track. The accused then 
crowded onto the front platform where 
witness was standing. Jaspar nnd 
Worth got uj* on one side and Streek 
on the other. Jaspar Invited witness to 
gel off the ear and light. Witness had 
not spoken, and the motorneer told Jas- 
par that while on duty they could not 
light. Then Worth or Streek wanted to 
know whether if they oumo to town 
witness would fight. Tho ear at that 
time was moving up the hill. One of 
the accused, Streek, had his coat oIL 
Vi'ilness s;aid he would not light them. 
Then the accused nttneked him again, 
striking him in the face and on tho

body. Streek grabbed witness to pull 
him' off the car. To steady himself, wit- 
ness took hold of the car and the three 
accused swung him through the front 
windows, first, through the front, window 
on the left and then through thai in 
the centre.

Cross-examined witness, said he could 
net say exactly how long tho car was 
standing still at the Coach and Horses.

He did not make a movement as 
though to strike Jaspar when the latter 
said he had paid his fare and would go 
to Esquimalt. Witness did not. near 
Admiral read, accuse Jaspar of having 
rung the bell and threaten to threw 
him off the car.

KITCHKXKB'S NEW SCHEME. 

Military Correspondent's View of Indian 
Army Training. 

The Indian papers contain interesting 
accounts of a scheme which Lord Kitch- 
ener is setting on foot with a view to in- 
creasing the efficiency of the British 
regiments in the three Presidencies. This 
takes the form of organizing a competi- 
tion on a large scale between the dif- 
ferent battalions all over the country. 
The main outlines of the project are as 
follows: On the conclusion of each 
corps' annual period of field training a 
practice camp is to be formed. This 
will be attended by all regiments in the 
district, and during their presence there 
the troops will be tested by staff officers 
from headquarters in the instruction 
given them under regimental arrange- 
ments. The subjects of this examina- 
tion are In include the practice of the 
attack and defence formation, route 
marching, and outpost duty, both by 
daj and night. An nllotment of marks 
up to a grand total of 5(10 may bo earn- 
ed, and each battalion will thus be able 
lo see not only how it stands relatively, 
but also in which part of its training 
it is deficient. The route marching test 
is to be made under .service conditions, 
the men being required to travel fifteen 
miles and at lack a fortified position. 
.Marks will be deducted en a fixed scale 
fur inelllcicncy in marching and shoot- 
ing, etc, The unit in each brnnch which 
earns the highest aggregate in the opin- 
ion of a specially appointed board of 
examiners will be presented with a cup 
by the commander in chief. A healthy 
spirit nt inter-regimental rivalry should 
lims be established.— London Pall Mall 
Gazette.
